CHICAGO. Aug. 5 — Judge John R. 
Caverly this afternoon handed down

Erie Nelson in 
the New* Orleans arrived here from 
Hornafjord on the cross Iceland lap 
of their round the world flight at 
2:15 this afternoon.

landed on the waters of the inner 
harbor, making fine landings.

mechanics, 
Lieut. Leslie P. Arnold and Lieut. 
John Harding, Jr., were feeling well 
and their machines were in good 
condition. 
The army fliers had to fight a gale 
that rose to a velocity of 40 to 60 
miles during their 310 mile flight. In 
the afternoon the wind attained a 
velocity here of almost 70 miles from 
the northeast, causing anxiety for a 
time as to the fate of the two remain­ 
ing planes, which happily was allay­ 
ed by their ultimate safe arrival.

airmen 
accomplished 
the 
flight in four hours 58 minutes, hav­ 
ing left Hornafjord at 10:17 a. rn., 
Greenwich mean time, and arriving 
here at 2:15 p. rn., Greenwich Mean 
time.

FORESTS FOR EVERYBODY. 
The fact that 
some 
states, 
such as 
Pennsylvania, have already undertaken 
timber cultivation by conserving forests 
and planting new ones, should hasten the 
work throughout the country. 
Authori­ 
ties state that there are now* approxi­ 
mately 400 million acres of cut-over lands 
in the United States, most of which should 
be used for timber growing. 
Only 21 per 
cent of such land has been set aside by 
the federal government for this purpose. 
Wise states should snap up the rest. 
The government forest service knowns 
what should be done and is ready to di­ 
rect any community or state that wants 
intelligent help in renewing ifs forests. 
Timber lands call for special tax arrange­ 
ments in order to encourage forestry, but 
that should be a simple matter for inter­ 
ested state legislatures. 
There is a great deal more to the con­ 
servation of forests than the assurance of 
permanent timber supply. 
The conserva­ 
tion of water sources and the prevention 
of floods and drought are very important 
by-products. 
Here is a crop which an in­ 
telligent community can grow* with profit 
to itself when it harvests the current crop, 
and with indirect profit to itself all the 
time the forest is maintained, for it is pos­ 
sible to have your forest and sell your 
timber, too.

WASHINGTON, D. C. Aug. 5 — 
Tho secretary of war has written 
the following letter to a clergyman 
who asked for information in re­ 
gard to the “Defense T est” : 
“In acknowledging your letter I 
wish to thank you for seeking of­ 
ficial information on th© “Defense 
Test” to be held on September 12. 
Nothing will bo done on that day 
to alarm any sincere American cit­ 
izen, and our plans should meet with 
th© approval of all, except possibly 
those who are opposed to any de­ 
fense against external 
aggression. 
Attached are statements by General 
Pershing and myself, which explain 
our plans from a technical 
stand­ 
point. 
I would 
like 
however, 
to 
make several points clear to you. 
“In the holding of the 
“Defense 
Test*’ the war department is mere­ 
ly obeying the basic law of our coun­ 
try. 
The Preamble to the Constitu­ 
tion gives National Defense as one 
of the main objects for which our 
Government was formed. 
By an Act 
of Congress in 1792 the democratic 
nature of our military service was 
determined when it was prescribed 
that 
all 
male 
citizens 
between 
eighteen and forty-five years of age 
should be available for military duty j 
in time of war. 
The National De­ 
fense Act of 1920 
prescribed 
that 
the ‘Organized peace establishment 
—shall include all of those divisions J 
necessary to form the basis for a 
complete and 
immediate mobiliza­ 
tion for the National Defense in the 
event of a national emergency de­ 
clared by Congress.’ To fulfill the 
expressed purpose of the Constitu­ 
tion we have organized a new citi- • 
zen army, and prepared a mobiliza-i 
tion plan based on community co- \ 
operation in the spirit of the Act of 
1792 and in conformity with the pro­ 
visions of the Act of 1920. 
Such a 
• 
democratic conception of National 
° SSle 
Defense will only meet the require­ 
ments of an emergency 
if 
it 
is 
thoroughly understood by 
all 
w h o ! 
have definite responsibilities under1 
it. 
The most practical way of assur-1 
ing this is by public demonstration. 
“The event to take place on Sept-1 
ember 12th will not be a “general I 
mobilization.” A mobilization would 
mean the bringing to war strength, 
in men, animals and material, of the 
armed forces of the Nation. 
Our 
military establishment will not be 
increased for an instante on Septem­ 
ber 12th. 
The “Defense T est” will 
be only a demonstration of mobiliza­ 
tion plans. 
It will be an endeavor, 
on the part of the Federal Govern- j 
ment to inform our people as fully as 
possible on the present status of our j 
security. 
Our whole purpose is to 
present to our 
country 
the 
new 
citizen Army of the United States 
and to indicate what action would j 
have to he taken in a national euler-. 
genev by our individual 
citizens, 
and by communities, if our country I 
is to be defended successfully. The 
simple demonstration planned might 
be compared to a fire drill in a 
school for the safety of the chil- I 
aren. Just as fire escapes and exits 
are of little value if the children do 
not know how to use them, so also 
are the hest plans for our safety, if 
our people do not know what the 
plans are, and what they should do i 
in a crisis. 
W e firmly believe that 
our action is in the interest of more 
intelligent citizenship. 
W e ar© able to take this forward 
step because our plans are purely 
for defense, and 
their 
object 
for 
peace. 
AY e therefore need not keep 
them secret. Our test will enable not 
only our own people, but all peoples, 
to visualize our proposed plan of 
mobilization. 
Open 
defense plans 
openly arrived 
at 
are 
merely 
a 
practical extension of the princioles 
underlying open diplomacy.” 
“Insofar as there is any founda­ 
tion for the assumption that people 
are frequently induced 
to 
warlike I 
acts without realizing the conseque- 
of those acts, 
the 
“Defense 
will be a precautionary mea­ 
sure. 
Every one will he made* aware 
of the sacrifices which war will re 
quire of him. 
The “Defense 
T est”, 
on 
the 
other hand, will apprize the world as ! 
words never can of our friendly pur 
poses as a nation. 
They will see ! 
that we have neither 
a 
standing 
army 
of 
half-a-million 
men, 
like 
some of the great nations, nor com -1 
pulsorv military training like other 
great nations. They will see a small 
standing army, reinforced only by I 
citizens who have underlrken to I 
prepare them selves voluntarily for 
service to their country in the event 
of war. 
As a matter of fact, some 1 
of those who object to our simple 
demonstration could well use it as 
an object lesson for all nations. 
“From a 'm ilitary standpoint the 
“Defense T est” will be of practical 
value. It will be educational both to 
the military establishment and to 
our citizens. 
We have tried to learn 
from the lessons of the World War 
From them we have evolved our pre­ 
sent plans which apportion our de-1 
fens© task equally among all com- An 
munities. Their object is 
to 
save! 
millions of dollars and thousands of 
lives, 
and 
to 
prevent 
wastage 
through delay and confusion in a ! 
defensive war. 
They are dependent 
for success, however, on each com­ 
munity understanding its particular ,
